made of nralloyca bullion. Therefore, hence, 
n< 1 was saying. Very well, then. And on 
the inside oí ‘*a<-h piece is engraved the Astor 
c- -at oi-arsns, an inch and a half square— 
slightly fluted around the edge in grateful 
recognition of three flutes which Johu Jacob 
brought hither from Germany’ just 100 years 
ago a* ins whole stock m trade. 
There w ill I*- two repasts the same evening, 
a banquet before the german and 12 o’clock, 
and & game supper after the german, about 
o—both by Pinard. as usual. 
The house of the Astors is seventy-flve feet 
wide and 100 feet deep. The vestibule door 
opens into a very spacious hall, abundantly 
decorated, and containing the celebrated fire­ 
place of blue and w hite tiles that was on ex­ 
hibition at the Centennial. On the left of the 
hall is an immense reception-room. On the 
right are three beautiful parlors. 
At the 
end is the picture-gallery. 50x60 feet, to be 
turned into a ball-rooiu for this occasion, as 
it has been liefore. It is one of the most 
magnificent rooms in this country. The doer 
opening into it from the hall is twenty feet 
wide, and over the door is the gallen,- for the 
musicians. In each corner is a candelabra 
standing seven feet high filled with wax can­ 
dles.The table, which will, of course, be set buf­ 
fet, w’iiJ be twenty-four feet long. The most 
of it will be covered with a splendid silve^ 
plateau, eighteen feet long and three and 
one-half feet wide, raised two inches above 
the table.

In Servia the cuckoo, kukivitza, Mas a 
girl who lamented lier brother’s death 
so long that she was turned into a 
cuckoo. 
This in itself is not very cir­ 
cumstantial, but Albania supplies a 
more complete story. 
There were once 
two brothers and a sister. 
The latter 
accidentally killed one of them by get­ 
ting up suddenly from her needle-work 
aud piercing him to the heart with lier 
scissors. She and the surviving brother 
mourned so much 
that 
they were 
turned into birds; he cries out to the 
lost brother by niglit gion, gion , and 
she by day, in kit, kit Lu, which means 
“ Where are you?” 
The cuckoo, says 
the Bohemian legend, once had a crown 
on her head, till at a wedding among 
the birds, at which the hoopoe was 
bridegroom, she lent it and has never 
been able to get it back. 
He is always 
crying out kukn , which means “You 
rascal,” to which the other replies, jdu, 
jdu, “I come, i come,” but comes not. 
The Bohemians also take the cuckoo for 
an enchanted miller or baker. 
Tho 
latter is a more enchanting story, as be­ 
ing either of post-Christian origin, or 
else a pagan memory transferred, as so 
often happened, into a Christian dress. 
Christ, passing one day a baker’s shop, 
sent one of His disciples in to ask . for 
Borne new bread. 
The baker refused to 
give it, but his wife and six daughters, 
who 
were 
compassionate, delivered 
some secretly to tile disciple. 
In re­ 
ward they were placed among the stars, 
as tlic Pleiades; but the baker was 
turned into a cuckoo, and it confirms 
this story that his cry is heard as long as 
those seven stars arc visible in the sky. 
In Poland lo n g ago it was a capital 
crime to k ill a cuckoo. 
The apparent 
reason was that Zywiec, who in old 
Slavonic m yth o lo g y was tho ruler of 
the universe, used to change himself 
(as Zeus once did and Indra too) into a 
cuckoo, in order to announce to mortals 
the number of years they had to live; a 
l>elief 
so 
real 
that multitudes used 
to 
Hock 
every 
May 
to 
Zywiec’s 
temple, on the 
mountain 
that was 
called after his name, to pray for long 
life and prosperous health. 
To this 
day it is a common article of folk-lore 
l>elief that so many years yet remain to 
a mal; of life as he hears the cuckoo’s 
voice for the first time in tho spring. 
And a monkish historian bas handed 
down, for the edification of posterity, 
the story of the worldly-minded brother 
who, tired of the monotony of convent 
life, resolved to ask of the cuckoo tbs 
number of years yet allotted him to 
live. 
The bird having said twenty-two, 
the monk resolved to devote himself 
for a season to the pleasures of this 
world and yet have time before him to 
prepare for the next; but, alas! the 
bird was a heathenish and therefore a 
false oracle to listen to, aud death sur­ 
prised the recreant monk iii the twen" 
tieth year, still absorbed in tempora 
enjoyments and vanities.— The Corn­ 
bin Mat] azine.

scissors. She and the surviving brother 
mourned so much 
that 
they wero 
turned into birds; lie cries out to the 
lost brother by night glon, gion, and 
slie by day, ku l u, ku ku, which means 
“Where are you?” 
The cuckoo, says 
the Bohemian legend, once had a crown 
on her head, till at a wedding among 
the birds, at which the hoopoe was 
bridegroom, she lent it and has never 
been able to get it back. 
He is always 
crying out kuku, which means “You 
rascal,” to which the other replies, jdu, 


jd u , *1 come. 1 come,” but comes not. 
The Bohemians also take the cuckoo for 
an enchanted miller or baker. 
The 
latter is a more enchanting story, as be­ 
ing either of post-Christian origin, or 
else a pagan memory transferred, as so 
often happened, into a Christian dress.

Affeer pairing, the ostrich begins to 
make his nest. It is Use male alone 
that performs this duty. To do this it i 
squats upon the ground, and, balancing 
itself upon its sternum, it scratches up 
tho earth with its logs aud throws the 
sand behind it. 
When it has dugout 
em^igh oil ooo side .to suit it, it turns 
around and begins to dig on another 
side, and continuos this operation Until 
ii has made a hole largo enough for it J 
to sit in comfortably. T W nest is el­ 
liptical in shape, and is about 0.25 mc-, 
tors deep. I meter wide and I i mekfA'- 
fcrng. A few days after the nest is fijhi; 
inked tho female begins to lay one egg 
on -every alternat* day for eighteen or 
twenty days. She th''ii roots for a whilesr 
v luck time varies from four to to a deva, 
and then begins to lay nJcfro.

* ways reached. It is lint unusual for m 
u (ii-fed, well-kept pair ta yield fifty 
and oven sixty eggs. 
The eggs ars 
placed so as to'leaw no space between 
them. 
They are sat upon at first for 
several hours each day, and finally al­ 
together. The male and tho female 
brood alternately. At night the mala 
is always on the nest, as it possesses 
greater wamthutban the female. When 
tho birds relieve each other on the nest 
the new-comer turns over each egg, in 
order that the portion which hat lain 
against the nest 
shall 
receive the 
warmth of the brooder, flies® birds 
perform their duties w ith tho greatest 
skill, without any noise or breakage of 
the eggs. They squat down and with 
their head and neck rake up and over­ 
turn every one of the eggs, one after the 
other, without neglecting a single one, 
The incubation lasts forty-five day on j 
an average, sometimes fifty di^ys but 
never continues beyond that. 
When 
the chicklings hatch out they can lie 
heard trying to break the shell of the 
egg. Sometimes they succeed in doing 
so, but usually the father breaks the 
egg under his breast lions, and seizing 
w ith his bill the inside skin tears it and 
freea the chickling. 
Upon first reach­ 
ing the air the chickling remail* limp 
and weak. But the warmth of the pa­ 
rent soon revives it, and in a few hours 
afterward it begins to nm about the 
nest, exercising its long legs, fouling 
over at each stop, and recommencing 
apiin its stumbling journey. Four days 
after their hatching their chicklings be­ 
gin to eat. They run after insects and 
ewollow anisil pebbles.
